Under the protection of a small 
American guard foreigners were 
concentrated on Socony Hill, close to 
the North wall of the city. 

The Cantonese then began to shell 
hill and she American and 
British warships replied, attemping. 
to silence the Cantonese guns and 
te clear the area round the hill in 
‘order to permit the foreigners to 
evacuate. 

‘At 5 pm, yesterday H. M. S. 
Emerald sent a landing ” party’ 
ashore while the U.S.Ss. Preston 
and Noa, with shrapnel, cleared the| 
Bund and foreshore. The Canton- 
‘ese replied, frequently hitting the

fence Force, The consular party 
was Inter reported to have been 
rescued and safe in H.M.S, Emerald, 
though the extent of injuries to this 
group of whom Mr, Giles is known 
to bo badly wounded could not be 
verified, 

The name of Captain Spear did 
not appear in the message, but it 
ae hoped that as he had previously 
been in the company of the Consul- 
General he is #10 safe on the mane 
of-war, 

Japanese Major Wounded 

‘The Japanese Consul, who was ill 
in bed at the time of the attack, 
‘and who was ‘first ¥époi 

found to be alive by later 
reports, Major Naimoto, who was 
in charge of the Japanese Consulate, 
‘was ‘shot’ “in the abdomen and 
bayonetted so'seriously that he is not 
expected to live, Tho” Japnneto 
chief ‘of police at the Consulate, w 
shot in tho arm and is stated to be 
in a very serious condition, 

Before evacuation could be ef 
fected by the 50 men comprising 
the Japanese landing party from 
three destroyers, Japanese women, 
were in the greatest danger at the 
hands of the mob, Reports of loot~ 
ing at all the Consulates have been 
general and the Japanese declare 
that the only things remaining intact. 
in their Consular “buildings are a. 
Picture of the Emperor and the 
cipher code used for official com=

Shanghai, Mar, 25. 
According to a Wuhu message 
received by a certain quarter this 
morning, General Chiang Kai-shek, 
the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Southern Armies, despatched Mr, 
Lin Shih-min, « Councillor to the 
Japanese Consulate at Wuhu at 9 
Pam, yesterday and made the follow 
ing statement: 

‘Wo have received information 
from the Chinese man-of-war, Li 
Tung to the effect that British and 
American warships at Nanking are 
shelling the Southern troops. 
Though the cause of the bombant- 
ment is not known at present, the 
Southerners have no enmii!

In the 
course of the looting the reports of 
rifles were ceaselessly heard near 
the Japanese Consulate. In the 
micantime, the Northern troops re- 
treated inside the Walls, and only 
part of them have been able to flee 
to the Pukou side.

guard the Consulate.

NANKING AND 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK

ALL evidence of refugees from 
Nanking is agreed tha’ the shoot- 
ing at foreigners and looting of 

houses was the work of 
jonalist troops. It would be 
interesting to know whence Lon- 
don obtained the “authoritative 
version” quoted by Reuter, ac- 
[cording to which the perpe‘rators| 
of the outrage were advance

trolled. This sounds uncommon-

MARSHAL CHANG 

HITS THE NAIL 

Mar. 29. 

MaRsHAL Chang Tso-lin used! 
to have “a good press” abroad, 
The picturesque story of his rise 
trom: humble beginnings to the 
first rank in China’ arrested at- 
tention and denoted him the man 
of strength. Although a “war 
lord,” he ruled his provinces well 
and’ under him they attained 
great prosperity, until he w: 
drawn into the unlucky quarrel 
between Lu Yung-hsiang and 
Chih Shi-yuan over the revenues, 
and illicit, of Shangh 
which are still, by the way, # 
chief bone of contention, and th 
principal object of Communist 
desires. And certainly Marshal 
Chang treated foreigners in the 
main very fairly. For all these 
reasons it is #o be hoped that his 
remarks on the Nanking outrage 
will receive the attention they 
deserve. He says that all the 
Powers are par?ly responsible for 
what happened at Nanking, 
which is perfectly true. Weeks 
ago when he first came to Pe 
king, Marshal Chang warned the 
Diplomatic Body of the inevitable 
consequences of the policy they 
‘were pursuing towards the Bol- 
shevized Kuomintang; but his 
warnings were unheeded; step by 
step the Powers have | yielded 
along the Yangtze, down to the 
climax of the terrible Nanking} 
outrage, whioh was without any| 
doubt deliberately perpetrated, 
and the extreme probability of 
something of the same kind be- 
ing tried at Shanghai, 

All this as everybody knows,| 
excep apparently those who 
ought to have been the first to 
see it, is perfectly true. Britain's! 
grand act of renunciation a 
Hankow has had exactly the 
opposite effect to what the For- 
eign Office fondly hoped, though, 
as exactly, what everybody in 
China knew would be the case. 
Borodin's prestige was enormous- 
ly increased by the surrender, 
and all the machinery of the 
Kuomintang has been seized by 
the Communist party. Business 
there is none, banks are closed, 
‘women cannot reside in the port. 
The next thing we shall hear of 
is the evacuation of Hankow, as 
has already oceurred at Wuhu, 
Chinkiang, Nanking, and other} 
minor centres. There is not the 
slightest doub+ about what hap- 
pened in Nanking. The evidence, 
with the arrival of every fresh 
refugee, is overwhelming. It) 
was the Southern soldiers who! 
shot and looted and none other. 
No Northerners were lef* in the 
city when the Cantonese entered 
it: and in this connexion it is im- 
portant to notice what happened 
Jat Soochow and Wusih, where 
Northerners had ail gone 
twenty-four hours before ‘he 
Southerners arrived. Some of 
the refugees from Nanking re- 
port that the soldiers said they 
had been instructed to attack} 
only foreigners. Mra. J. K. Davis, 
testifies that the soldiers said 
‘We do not wan? money, we want 
to kill the foreigners. 

The motive for this appalli 
display of barbarism is still] 
chscure. But. the result is 
evident enough. The whole 
Yangtze valley is in a state of 
uproar and blood-lust for which 
even the riots of 1891 afford no 
parallel, Those who have had 
the best means of observing the 
havoc wrought by the Southern- 




































flags of all nations which must 
not be allowed to pass. For t00 
long have the Nationalists, Com- 
munists, Kuomintang—it matters 
not whut they are called, they 
are all tarred with the same 
brush—been permitted with im- 
punity to trample on treaties, to 
steal, to preach anti-foreignism 
ond stir up the vilest mob pas- 
siong agains! innocent men and 
women, to violate every decency 
und outrage every canon of 
civilized nations. It is time the 
Powers acted swiftly and severe- 
ly, to punish the wrong done at 
Nanking and to teach Mr. Eugene 
‘Chen and his fellows that, if we 
cannot prevent them ruining 
their own countrymen, we can 
at least avenge the crime they 
have committed against ours. 











But more. In view of what 
has now happened, of what 
in all probability’ is being 


further plotted, it is not fair 
that the British Government 
should leave the British com- 
in China in any un- 
vy as to its intentions, 
It may be said that the presence 
of so many thousands of troops 
is evidence enough of what it 
meanr, But while we canno? be 
oo thankful for this strong 
house of defence, the presence 
of the troops and men-of-war is 
not enough to reassure us while 
the uncertainty remains that the 
diplomats may sell the pass by 
madly entering into negotiations 
with the enemy. A semi-official 
ement was telegraphed dur- 
ing the week-end to explain away 
the deplorable faux pas of 
Lord Desborough, who evidently 
thought that Shanghai was a 
British Concession. But in face 
of the crisis around us, semi- 
official assurances that the For- 
cign Office is a little better in- 
formed on constitutional points 
than Lord Desborough are, again, 
not enough. We want an explicit 
assurance tha’ there will be no 
negotiating with any faction in 
China while she remains in 
state of civil war not to be dis. 
tinguished from flat anarchy. 
We are entitlea to deman? such 
an assurance, partly because oi 
the immense interests at stake, 
partly because Shanghai is doing 
cll it can out of its own resources: 
{o fight the enemy, partly because 
Great Britain {s not alone in 
Shanghai and there can be no 
question but that the other 
Powers have been made mos’ 
nervous by. the fear of her letting, 
them down. 

It is not fair to the British in 
China, not fair to the other 
Powers, that any uncertainty 
should prevail at this most vital 
moment, regarding the British 
Government's intentions toward 
Shanghai. Let it be frankly ad- 
mitted that the policy in Hankow 
has proved a ghastly failure, 
reaping only ingratitude and r 
doubled outrage. Let it be sai 
frankly that the British Govern- 
ment will not so much as think 
Jof negotiating with any Chinese 
faction, until some stability and 
order and representative govern- 
ment have been restored in 
China. And to give this state- 
ment the greatest possible au- 
shority, may it be made by the 
Prime ‘Minister himself, whose 
word no one can doubt.

ROUND SHANGHAI 


Chinese Marines Attempt to 
Disarm Rabble: The Job 
of Cleaning Up 


On Thursday March 24 residents 
in the French concession and 
Chinese living in the vicinity of the 
Arsenal became alarmed at the out- 
‘break of machine gun fire. It 
seemed as though an attack was 
‘being made from the south. Tho 
truth of the matter, however, was 
‘that several armed pickets near tho’ 
|Arsenal were killed by defending 
forees. Additional guerilins came 
to their rescue and miniature battle 
took place. . 

“According to official reports about 
100 Chinese marines at the Arsenal 
came into contact with . these 
guerillas among whom were i 
cognized a large number of trant 
employees, fully armed. ‘The battle

NANKING COMM’DER. 
IN SHANGHAI 


Conference with Chiang Kai- 
shek: Kiangyin Forts 
Taken by South 


Gon. Cheng Chien, commander of 
the 2nd Revolutionary Army in 
Nanking, arvived in Shanghai at 
10 a.m. on Monday and at onee inter= 
viewed Gen. Chiang Kai-shek at the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs, the con~ 
ference, which was of a lengthy 
natare, being in connexion with the 
Nanking situation. Gen. Cheng was 
in charge of the first’ Nationalist 
troops which entered and looted 
Nanking, 

According to the Nationalist au- 
thorities, Marshal Sun Chuan-fang 
has disappeared and Marshal Change 
Chung-chang has returned to Tsi- 
nanfu from Hsuchowfu, Gen, Chu 
‘Yu-pu, Tupan of Chihli and Co-Com- 
mender-in-Chief of the Shantung- 
Chihli Armies, however, has arrived 
at Pengpu with a large force and 
established his headquarters there. 
It is sald that he is preparing to 
defend the city against the Na- 
tionalists. Eleven aeroplanes have 
been brought there from Tsinanfu, 

The Kiangyin Forts were takes 
by the Nationalists on Saturday, and 
the Nationalists are crossing the 
Yangtze, some already having 
arrived at Yangchow, which city is 
now said to be in Southern hands. 
The Kiangyin Forts -are in a 
‘strategic position and command the 
Yangtze. 

Gen, Chiang Kai-shek has given 
orders to transfer his headquar 
from Nanchong, Kiangsi, to Nane 
king. 

On Sunday, a long piece of white 
cloth was noticed hanging up in 
front of the Shanghai-Nanking Ra 
way station, inscribed with the 
following metsage, which was writ- 
ten in three languages, vis., Chinese, 
English and Russian, “We appeal 
te the General Labour Unions of 
the World for Support in Bringing 
About the Downfall of Imperialism.”

Association to Reduce Rents by, 
Half 


Among the many labour unions 
which have made thelr appearance 
sinee the occupation of Shanghai by 
the Communists is a new one whieh 
has been started by Chinese nightsoil 
carriers. In a manifesto on Wednes~ 
Mday, this union says that conditions 
fat the present are very hard and it 
is dificult for them to make a living. 
Taking this opportunity, when the 
people are fighting for their freedom, 
thoy intend, with the consent of the 
General Labour Union, to impose a 
fee of 20 cents for each hovse. In 
case extra work is required, they 
will levy a fee of 60 cents a months 

The so-called “Fang Chu Chiew 
Pa Hui,” ov the Association for a 
50 per cent. Rent Reduction, has 
also issued manifesto saying that 
itis now officially operating and 
tenants in Chapel and Nantao are 
ordered to pay only 60 per cent. of 
their usual rents to their landlords, 
Should the latter refuse to accept 
‘such reduction, they must ‘be ve~ 
red to the association, who will 
‘deal with them, Failing a satis 
factory understanding, the people 
‘are requested only to pay the 
reduced rents to. the association 
(sie) ox to withhold them altogether, 

‘The Shanghai City Labour Union, 
consisting of workers connected 
with the public works department 
fof the Shanghai and Woosune 
Tupanate, has also been formed and 
‘a committee of 21 has been appoint 
fed to direct its affairs under, the 
‘guidance of the General Labour 
Union.

‘The most depressing and dis 
couraging feature of the present 
Situation is the inclination in so 
many quarters to assume that the 
forsigner is on the point of making 
further surrenders in the face of 
Boxerism y. You have! 
published this morning a Toho intor- 
view with Chiang Kai-shek in which 
that gentleman is asked — whe- 
ther of not he is going to use 
foree to obtain the “return” of 
Shanghai, This is simply “de- 
featist” nonsense. Shanghai, as wo 
know it, was never Chinese. There 
was here, prior to 1861, wretched 
Tittle collection of mud ‘huts, sur-| 
rounded by a little mud wall, which] 
‘was thoroughly Chinese and was} 
called the city of Shanghai. That! 
city of Shanghai, minus the wall, 
Still exists and is still Chinese in 
government and character. We can- 
ot return that because we have 
never owned it and never wanted to 
‘own. it, We sometimes take a 
passing interest in it, when quos- 
tions of public health and sanita- 
tion come to the fore, and wish that 
we ceuld be ruthless enough to: 
obliterate it. 

Purely Foreign Creation 

‘The big port of Shanghai is | 
purely foreign ereation, Harry’ 
Parkes, who hangs his head on the! 
Bund with good reason, leased a 
tract of useless land, where water 
could everywhere be struck at a 
depth of three fect, where no useful 
crops could be grown, and upon! 
which the prospects of erceting 

ibstantial buildings seemed nil, as 
‘a "Ghetto" within which the detested 
foreign traders might be segregated. 
On. this worthless tract foreign 
energy, courage, faith and hope! 
have built up ten-storey buildings 
‘and have raised the land values to 
fomething like a hundred times that 
of the quotations per mow in the 
native elty of Shanghai.

THE GREAT WORLD ON 
FIRE 


‘Spectacular Blaze on Av, Edward 
* VIE on Sunday Morning 


|A most spectacular fire, and the 
only one in which an amuseme 
place has been seriously threatened:

Houses Looted by Nationalist Troops: More Warning * 
to Save Personal Effects 


‘The first of the refugees to come 
‘out of Chinkiang during the wave 
of anti-foreign feeling following the

In'some points his history is| 
very similar to that of Lao Yang- 
jen. He was, on his own admise‘on,| 
a bandit against his will, and was 
also forced to go on his'last raid, 
land even forced to flee into Honan 
to escape annihilation.

Niu Skeng-wu who has most recently
